THE most pleasing aspect of Australia’s 2-0 
loss to the mighty Brazilians at Sydney 
Football Stadium on Sunday was surely 


the manner in which they played the game.

Argentina dawdles

ARGENTINA salvaged third place in the 
Bicentennial Gold Cup with a 2-0 win over Saudi 
Arabia in Canberra on Saturday but did not win 
any new friends in doing so. 

The world champions made the game safe with two 
goals in the first half hour and Saudi helped it along 
when an inexplicable loss of temper by goalkeeper 
Salem Marwan resulted in him being sent off shortly 
afterwards. 

But against ten men and with an overwhelming 
domination of the ball, Argentina could do nothing to 
widen the margin. 

There were times when it seemed disinterested in 
further scoring - and an amateurish penalty miss by 
Hernan Diaz a minute from the end was typical of its 
approach to the game in the second half. 

Things began brightly enough. With four minutes 
gone Diego Simeone headed down a fine corner from 
Diaz. It beat Marwan and despite his and a defender’s 
attempt to recover it, the ball crossed the line. 

Yousef Althuneyah caused the Argentine defence 
some concern when he broke away down the right but 
with Mario Lucca moving swiftly to close him down he 
shot over. 

Argentina’s second goal came in the 29th minute. 
Diaz’s shot was blocked but not held by Marwan, and 
Oscar Dertycia was following up to put the loose ball 
away. 

If Saudi Arabia was not out of the game at this stage, 
it certainly was five minutes later when Marwan 
appeared to strike Lucca in the face. There was a brief 
scuffle involving players from both sides and referee 
Gary Power sent the goalkeeper off. 

Saudi coach Carlos Alberto Parreira immediately 
substituted Saed Mubarak Al-Oossary for reserve 
keeper Khai Id Alsistani. 

Any hope the Argentines might try to ram home the 
extra man advantage disappeared soon after the inci- 
dent. 

Intent only on keeping possession, they weaved pret- 
ty pattens around the midfield but it was never more 
than exhibition material for a crowd which would have 
been better pleased with more aggression and commit- 
ment. 

In the Saudi forward line Majed Abdullah was left to 
battle out the game with the Argentine defence almost 
single handed. 

He never gave up but on the few occasions he got the 
ball forward it was into a wall of white and blue shirts. 

With a minute to go Ahmed Jamil Madani brought 
down Jose Luis Rodriguez with a tackle from behind in 
the penalty area. 

And Diaz raised just about the biggest cheer of the 
afternoon when he scooped the kick high over the bar. 

Argentine coach Carlos Salvador Bilardo said his 
team had been struggling from its first game, when it 
could only draw 2-2 with Saudi Arabia. 

He said he had always been using the tournament as 
a proving ground for five or six young players leading 
up to the next World Cup. 

Asked how badly the loss to the Socceroos had 
affected his team’s attitude to the tournament, he said 
they had forgotten about it already. 

“We have had bad losses before - they happen from 
time to time,” he said. 

“I hope we meet Australia again in the World 
Cup.” 

Parreira said he was angry and disappointed at the 
action of goalkeeper Marwan. “The referee was quite 
right to send him off. The game was lost to us from that 
point as it would have been very difficult to come back 
with ten men against the world champion.”

Australia downs 
World champs

AUSTRALIA shocked the Soccer world 
when they crushed World Champions 
Argentina by the astonishing margin of 4-1 
at Sydney Football Stadium last Thursday 


night. 


This was Argentina’s 
heaviest defeat in 14 
years, the last being in 
the German World Cup 
finals when Johann 
Cruyff’s Dutch side 
thrashed the South 
Americans 4-0. 

Two goals from Aus- 
tralia’s skipper and 
sweeper, Charlie Yank- 
os, laid the foundations 
for Argentina’s crucifi- 
xion, and Paul Wade and 
Viado Bozinovski added 
the other two. 

Direct telecasting to 
the South American con- 
tinent and telexes boun- 
cing out of Sydney across 
the globe conveyed Arge- 
tina’s shattering defeat 
at the hands of Aus- 
tralia. 

First signs of Argenti- 
na’s possible destruction 
appeared as early as in 
the fourth minute when 
Australia’s right midfiel- 
der Wade slotted in from 


close-range on the right. 


A cross slung in by 
teenage striker, Scott 
Olierenshaw, from the 
right flank was brought 
down by Graham 
Arnold. Arnold spun 
round with a hurried 
shot which was blocked 
by Argentina’s sweeper 
Lucca. But Wade zipped 
in from the right to angle 
the loose ball into the 
net. 

Argentina equalised in 
the 31st minute when 
their central defender 
Oscar Ruggeri latched 
onto a loose ball inside 
Australia’s six yard box. 
A free kick 20 metres out 
on the left was floated 
into the box by Lucca 


which saw Ruggeri hit 
the target.

“Arnie’s a gem of a 
player to work with,” 
he enthuses. “He 
works so hard, up and 
down the field but still 
finds time to produce in 
front of goal, both scor- 
ing goals and laying on 
chances for myself and 
Manis. 

“His record speaks 
for itself in the Austra- 
lian side.” 

Arnold is currently 
riding the crest of a 
wave with the new-era 
Australian side, playing 
a leading role in front of 
goal but other highlights 
in his career have been 
beating Saudi Arabia 
and Argentina so con- 
clusively in the Gold 
Cup, scoring with a di- 
ving header during the 
2-0 Ampol Cup win 
against China for the 
Socceroos, being at 
Hampden Park as when 
the Aussies went down 
to Scotland and obvious- 
ly marrying his lovely 
wife Deborah late last 
year. 

Arnold’s workrate is 
incredibly high, often 
dropping back deep yet 
forging forward to dis- 
play deadly finish in the 
air and on the ground. 

The Sutherland Shire 
junior has moved 
through the ranks at a 
heady rate. Going from 
Canterbury to the Syd- 
ney Croatia club in 1982 
for a nominal fee and 
gradually raking in the 
awards and appearances 
at the highest level. 

After regularly hitting 


the target for Croatia in 
the NSL he came to the 
notice of overseas scouts 
and was touted for a 
move to France firstly 
and then was reportedly 
the subject of offers 
from a couple of Dutch 
first division clubs, the 
former was rejected 
perhaps put on the 
‘back-burner’ for 
another day. 

His main aim now is 
to consolidate a position 
with Australia, help 
Croatia to the WENSL 
title and grand final and 
take on the world at 
both the Seoul Olympics 
and ultimately the 1990 
World Cup finals in 
Italy. 


Meantime the 
performances of right- 
back Wally Savor have 
earnt rave reviews dur- 
ing the Gold Cup.

O dream the impossible dream, to 

defeat the World Cup holders, this is 

surely a pinnacle that any country, let 
alone Australia, could hope to scale on the 
world football scene. 

That it happened brings great credit on a squad of 
Australian players, their coach and their support 
staff. 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY joins in the 
widespread acclaim, that, incidentally, brought a 
wonderful rush of cover for the sport from so many 
sections of the general media. 

The previous high came when Australia reached 
the 1974 World Cup finals in West Germany. 

No purpose is served in making comparisons be- 
tween squads some 14 years apart, although, with the 
passage of time, it is great to record that all the 
present squad either were born in Australia or learnt 
their football here. 

This important local product aspect brings the 
Socceroos back to the position that existed prior to 
postwar migration, but at a better level. 

Certainly few if any Australian players can match 
their top Argentine or Brazilian for skills, but the 
standard has so improved that Australians need not 
go on to the park with any sort of inferiority 
complex. 

It is right to acknowledge that, at stages in the 
Australia ~ Argentina Gold Cup game, the pendu- 
lum could have easily swung against the home team. 

But the Socceroos stuck to their guns, and the 4-1 
result is emblazoned on the tablets of Soccer history 
for all time. 

Criticism came from Argentine sources of Austra- 
lia’s backward standard of play. The truth is that it 
has improved no end. 

The referee received a bucketing, but at no stage 
was his control challenged. 

It has also been pointed out that Maradona, and 
other former key players, were absent from the 
Argentine line-up. 

There is no doubt that Maradona would have 
made a huge difference. Australia’s tactics would 
have had to have been far less positive. 

But coach Frank Arok was completely correct in 
pointing out that Australia, at its level, was caught 
up in a similar bind. 

Eddie Krncevic, David Mitchell, Jim Patikas and 
Chris Kalantzis are all playing in Europe and un- 
available and No 1 playmaker Oscar Crino was 
cruelly cut down with a blood infection. 

Others such as Craig Johnston and Tony Dorigo 
have trodden other paths, and in addition there are 
other players such as Andrew Bernal overseas. 

Realistically, this is a situation that Australia will 
always have to face. 

The luring of top players overseas to secure highly 
remunerative contracts will continue, and an increas- 
ing stream of outstanding prospects must be encour- 
aged to come up through the ranks. 

It is marvellous to have the opportunity to con- 
gratulate Frank Arok, Eddie Thomson, Charlie 
Yankos and the team on their exploits. 

At the same time it is necessary to quickly change 
the scene from the international arena to local 
grounds. 

The West End National Soccer League has three 
complete rounds and a few deferred games to go. 

The prestigious minor premiership winner will be 
determined, and the leading five clubs will advance 
to compete in the grand final series. 

Despite what anyone may say, this sort of format 
has the capacity to bring the league and its leading 
clubs the dollars they so badly need to improve their 
coffers and provide for their semi-professional 
players. 

The public can look forward to some great com- 
petition, after which the scene will change in remark- 
able fashion to an entirely new chapter of exploits at 
the not far distant Olympic Games .. . and then on 
to the next World Cup.

“The problem really 
started back in the 
Munich Olympic Games 
when their teams were 
attacked and even 
assasinations took place. 

“This problem pre- 
sents great security risks. 

“One part solution is 
for Israel to participate in 
all competitions by play- 
ing in many centres. 

“This problem however 
will be solved step by 
step. 

“‘We have already 
started by having Israel's 
Under 16 team playing in 
Europe. 

“The same will occur 
when we allow their 
Under 20 team into com- 
petition. 

“This is a step by step 
policy.” 

Q: What reaction did 
FIFA receive back after 


it granted the United - 


States the rights to 
stage the 1994 Worid 
Cup finals? 

HAVELANGE: ‘‘The 
echo of FIFA’s decision 
was well received by the 
international media. 

“The United States 
Soccer Federation is a 
well organised body and 
in two week’s time it will 
celebrate its 75th 
Anniversary. 

“The USA, because of 
its economic and com- 
munications strength, is 
very well organised to do 
a . 

“The USA has eight 
million registered players 
and the World Cup finals 
will add a tremendous 
boost for their sport. 

“America also has 50 
Stadiums across the na- 
tion which are capable of 
staging World Cup fi- 
nals.” 


Q: What criteria will 
be used for eligibility 
for future Olympic 
Games? 


HAVELANGE: ‘“‘There 
are problems and we 
have to go back to 1978, 
when FIFA discussed at a 
conference that World 
Cup players had to be 
banned from playing at 
the Games. 

“At another conference 
in 1981 this item was 
again debated, with a 
view to bringing in an age 
limit of 23. 

“Therefore, after the 
1988 Games, everybody 
may qualify but must be 
under the age of 23."

FRANK MENGOTTI’S $20,000 switch from 
Brisbane City to Lions this year could en- 
sure the talented defender finishes his 
football at Richlands. 

Although of Italian parentage and last year the 
pin-up of the City fans, it seems simple economics 
will prevent the 1987 Queensland Footballer of the 
year from moving again in the immediate future. 
Understandably , even if Lions are relegated from 
the NSL, they are highly unlikely to let Mengotti go 
for any less than the $20,000 they were required to 
pay at the beginning of the season. 

Should City win their way into the NSL, it would 
be expected even they would baulk at handing Lions 
$20,000 back although there certainly would be 
pressure from within the club for them to buy back 
the versatile 25-year-old state fullback. 

But should City not make the NSL, and Lions are 
relegated, there is no way any club would pay 
$20,000 for a defender to play in the XXXX League. 

The only market which may produce a transfer fee 
to balance the Lions books, should they want to sell 
Mengotti, would be in the south. But Mengotti has 
stated he has no plans to go interstate, and in fact he 
points out, he’s quite happy to stay at Lions even if 
they are relegated. 

“T have no intentions of going down South and, 
besides, we might be out for one season anyway,” 
he said. 

Mengotti was originally placed on the list by City 
at $30,000 — a feee Lions totally rejected. And even 
when an appeal reduced it, rather surprisingly, by 
just $10,000, Lions still remained out of the market. 

But as the new season got underway, it was 
painfully obvious the club needed quality players 
and in the end it became a seller’s market and Lions 
were forced to cough up the cash. 

_ The $20,000 fee was the third highest transfer of 
the season, ranking alongside the moves of Soccer- 
oos Jeff Olver and Alan Hunter. 

In many ways, it bled the coffers dry at Richlands. 

While Mengotti has played every game and cer- 
tainly has given his best for the club, even he admits 
Lions had little chance of success this season when 
the money ran out. 

“To survive in this league, you need lots of money 
and we don’t have it,” he said. “It has been a 

difficult season for us, but we have all tried our 
hardest, Going on what we have, we’ve done the 
best we could.”

Bilardo hits out

“HOLA sefior Bilardo, yo soy un periodista francés. Por qué per- 
dieron por un marcador tan decisivo contra la seleccién austra- 


liana?” 


Putting to good use 
the pidgin Spanish I 
gleaned during my 12- 
year ‘‘exile’’ in Los 
Angeles, where Spanish 
is virtually the second 
official language, I 
plucked my courage and 
phoned Argentine sup- 
temo Carlos Bilardo in 
his hotel in the early 
hours of the morning 
after Australia’s land- 
mark 4-1 victory over 
the World Champions. 

Believing that discre- 
tion is the best part of 
valour, I asked him why 
Argentina had lost so 
decisively to the Austra- 
lian team. And as I am 
the representative in 
Australia of “L’Equipe” 
the world’s largest-sell- 
ing daily sports news- 
paper, did not volunteer 
that I was from the Aus- 
tralian media. as my 
background is French. 


I don’t think Bilardo 
would have been too 
keen to pour his heart 
out to any Australian 
journalist so soon after 
Argentina’s loss of face. 

And if you don’t be- 
lieve that Argentine 
hearts were broken and 
tears of rage flowed 
freely throughout the 
Pampas, how’s that for 
some of the headlines 
from Buenos Aires’ Soc- 
cer-mad press: ‘‘They 
made us jump like kan- 


garoos” ... “A natio- 
nal disgrace!” ... “A 
catastrophe!”’ 

“Kangaroo pouch 


smothers Argentina”’ 
? 
Bilardo did not get 
much sleep, if any. He 
was besieged by phone 
calls from Argentina as 
incredulous sports edi- 
tors dispatched their top 
Teporters on the phones 
to verify the amazing 
result. 

Argentina’s 4-1 defeat 
is their biggest in the in- 
ternational arena since 
Holland wallopped 
them 4-0 in the 1974 
World Cup in West 
Germany. 


Bilardo, to put it mild- 
ly, was not a gracious 
loser, as the following 
tirade clearly illustrates. 

Here is the gist of his 
comments the morning 
after: 

© “Australia kicked us 
off the field. Their game 
bears no resemblance to 
football.” 


© “Neanderthal tactics 
will get them nowhere. 
Australia’s style of Soc- 


cer went out of favour a 
generation ago.” 


@ “The referee, if he 
deserves to be called 
that, should not have 
allowed the first goal 
which was off-side. The 
second goal was a fluke. 


“He will never score a 
goal like that again. The 
penalty which brought 
the third goal was an im- 
aginary one. The referee 
was Australia’s 12th 
man.” 


e “Neutral referees 
must be appointed to 
control international 
games. This was just 
another example of Aus- 
tralia’s hostility towards 
the Argentine delegation 
throughout its visit. 

“They’ve made our 
life thoroughly miser- 
able.” 


© “And do not forget, 
this was only an ex- 
perimental Argentine 
team. Our full team 
would beat Australia 
anywhere, any time — 
even in Australia, and 
with an Australian re- 
feree”. 

End of quote.

Now for some com- 
ments of my own: 

While no-one argues 
that the Australians do 
not possess the silky 
skills of their Argentine 
counterparts, they do 
play football. Not of the 
sweet-flowing Latin 
American variety, but to 
call it “Neanderthal” is I 
believe too ridiculous 
for words and reflects 
poorly on the petulant 
Carlos Bilardo, who 
should know better. 


South Americans are 
notoriously uncomfort- 
able with close-making. 

The so-called “‘Brit- 
ish” style of Soccer has 
always been prone to 
rattle Latinos, and often 
brings out the worse in 
them. 


The only way they can 
counter a no-nonsense 
opponent is to resort to 
niggling tactics as their 
composure crumbles 
under pressure. 


Charlie Yankos will 
be the first to admit that 
his rocket-like 35-metre 
freekick which whizzed 
past a stunned Luis 
Alberto Islas was the 
best goal he is ever like- 
ly to score. 

But that’s how the 
cookie crumbles.

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would Argentina have 
reacted if they had 
scored such a memor- 
able, truly world-class 
goal? 

I agree that in- 
ternational referees 
should be in charge of 
major international 
games, especially when 
such a prestigious event 
as the Gold Cup is in- 
volved. 

It wouldn’t have 
strained the organisers’ 
budget to fly out a group 
of whistlers from New 
Zealand — if only to 
circumvent charges of 
hometown refereeing. 

As for the under- 
standably bitter Bilar- 
do’s assertion that his 
was an “experimental” 
team, cut no ice. 


This was the strongest 
national side Argentina 
could muster under the 
circumstances. What 
with so many of the 
country’s top talent 
playing for European 
clubs, Argentina can 
only pool its resources 
when World Cups or 


South American 
Championships come 
along. 


This is not the first, or 
last time, an Argentine 
coach will be compelled 
to field a team exclusive- 
ly based on Buenos 
Aires players. 

And what about Aus- 
tralia? 

As Frank Arok 
pointed out during an 
emotional press confer- 
ence (Bilardo was a no- 
show) after last Thurs- 
day’s match, Australia 
also fielded a ‘‘de- 
pleted” side. 

Besides the injured 
Oscar Crino, Australia 
were unable to call on 
expatriates David 
Mitchell, Jim Patikas 
and Eddie Krncevic, 
only to name the more 
prominent Australians 
moneying their skills 
overseas.

A CHALLENGE FROM FRANK SCICLUNA 
THE long awaited Bicentennial Gold Cup is over. 
Frank Arok’s Socceroos have once again shown 
tangible evidence of how much our Soccer has 
developed internationally, but that was about 


the only 
tournament. 

Overall, what should 
have been Soccer’s 
greatest event left me 
feeling somewhat despon- 
dent. 

What future has the 
game got in this country 
when the first ever 
appearance of world 
champions Argentina 
could draw no more than 
just over 10,000 fans (the 
exact figure given was 
11,616) on a fine night in 
Adelaide? 

Wet weather and a 
transport strike were no 
doubt contributing factors 
towards keeping the 
attendance to similar low 
proportions in Melbourne 
the following night, but 
one would have expected 
much more than that for 
Australia’s clash with 
triple world champion 
Brazil. 

Even Israel, who can- 
not be compared to the 
magical Brazilians on the 
world stage, attracted a 
crowd of 20,000 to the 
same ground only four 
months ago. 

Most disappointing of 
all however was the 
attendance for a mouth 
watering match featuring 
two of the true giants of 
football. 

Wherever else in the 
world would a Brazil v

Positive aspects to come out of the 


Argentina game provide a 
measly 13,000 paying 
customers? 

It’s hard to believe that 
Australia’s sporting pub- 
lic, never mind Soccer 
fans, can show so much 
apathy. 

There had to be other 
factors which played a sig- 
nificant role in all this. 

ABC television was 
allowed to show live or 
delayed telecasts which 
provided an added incen- 
tive for fans to watch 
games in the comfort of 
their home while saving 
themselves the cost of 
high priced tickets. 

Efforts made in 
marketing the tourna- 
ment were late and 
almost negligible. 

One almost felt sorry 
for Johnny Warren in his 
valiant but largely lone 
attempt to promote the 
Gold Cup. 

The distinct impression 
was that attendances 
didn’t really matter, and 
that this was an event 
which was purely de- 
signed to attract a televi- 
sion audience. 

If that indeed was the 
case, admission prices 
should have been kept to 
a bare minimum in order 
to put bums on seats, and 
add colour and atmos- 
phere to the telecasts. 

Having the great Pele 
in Australia gave the 
tournament an extra 
touch of glamor but 
again, apart from the one 
occasion in Adelaide, all 
his appearances were 
strictly reserved for tele- 
vision audiences. 

Public exposure was 
almost non-existent, 


which impressed the point 
in people’s minds yet 
again that the Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup was purely 
a television event. 

Australian Soccer 
should again hit the head- 
lines in September with 
the Socceroos’ appear- 
ance in the Olympic 
Games, and it will be in- 
teresting to see what sort 
of coverage football gets 
from the TEN network. 

Going on past experi- 
ences, Soccer will not get 
anywhere near the expo- 
sure that lesser sports are 
bound to enjoy. 

This is the time when 
the game needs television 
most, and the Soccer pub- 
lic must ensure that we 
get it. 

It’s no use waiting until 
the last moment for com- 
plaints to be made, now is 
the time to start building 
an effective campaign for 
Australia’s matches at the 
very least, to be shown 
live. 

Channel 10 has to be 
bombarded with demands 
for it. 

The Federal Minister 
for Sports and other local 
MPs have to be lobbied 
for pressured ‘o be put on 
the Network. 

If TEN refi ses to show 
the telecasts, their Olym- 
pic Games rights should 
be shared with the ABC 
or SBS. 

The Soccer public must 
not be deprived of watch- 
ing their national team in 
action while target shoot- 
ing, rowing, weightlifting 
and dozens of other 
minor sports got the lion’s 
share of exposure. 

Television was one of 
the major reasons for 
keeping attendances far 
below expectations dur- 
ing the Gold Cup. 

The Olympic Games 
will give it an opportunity 
to pay back its dues to the 
game.

There is no argument 
that parents play a hig 
part in shaping the 
thoughts and aspirations 
of their children, long be- 
fore other agencies get a 
chance to mould their 
future.

But among it all were 
some solid performances, 
with a few spectacular 
goals and a high degree of 
skill by a majority of play- 
ers intent on playing the 
ball instead of the man 
(sorry, woman). 

The week ended with 
the Australian Youth side 
playing the American 
representative touring 
side, Massachussetts. 

Before the internatio- 
nal there were many who 
had watched the Amer- 
icans training who 
thought that Australia 
were in for a hard time 
and would be lucky to 
win. 

As it turned out Aus- 
tralia won 2-1, and there 
was no luck attached to 
their success. 

Australia more than 
matched the visitors, de- 
spite having had only two 
extremely short training 
sessions under national 
coach John Doyle. 

They even had to come 
from behind to a sixth mi- 
nute goal from Denise 
Chabot to record a vic- 
tory in Australia’s very 
first home U19 in- 
ternational. 

Long periods of territo- 
tial domination paid di- 
vidends, with two fine 
goals by Katrina Barsby 
in each half. 

There were a number 
of strong displays and 
none was better than the 
driving force of NSW’s 
Olga Underwood from 
midfield. 

It was disappointing 
that not more people of 
Perth turned up to see 
what the women had to 


offer. 

In China 30,000 turned 
up to see Australia’s 
senior side take on China 
in a match played in 
Beijing. 

While no one expects 
Women’s Soccer to take 
over from men, it could 
pay Australian adminis- 
trators to give it more 
support. 

It would certainly help 
in the long term de- 
velopment of the game in 
general.

LOU GAUTIER SURVEYS THE 1990 AND 1994 WORLD CUPS 


FIFA and the Italian organisers have 
announced part of the 1990 World Cup 
calender. 

Group’ A matches will be played in Rome and 
Florence; Group B will be in Naples and Bari, and 
the host cities in Group C will be Turin and Genoa. 

Group D will proceed in Milan and Bologna, with 
Verona and Udine staging Group E, while Cagliari, 
in Sardinia, and Sicily’s Palermo will entertain the 
teams in Group F. 

It is already established that Italy will play in 
Group A and Argentina in Group B. Both qualify 
automatically as the host nation and defending 
champion. 

The opening match, between world champion 
Argentina and an opponent yet to be determined, 
will be played at 6pm local time on June 8 in Milan. 
For logistical purposes, Argentina agreed to play 
that match away from its preliminary round base. 

All first round games will be played between June 
8 and June 21. The round of 16 will be staged June 
23-26, with the quarterfinals scheduled for June 30 
and July 1, and the semifinals on July 3 and 4. The 
final, in Rome, will be played at 8pm at Rome’s 
Olympic Stadium on July 8, preceded on July 7 by 
the play-off for third and fourth places. 

The venues for the latter stages of the competition 
will be announced on November 30. 

Australian Soccer fans can expect more sleepless 
nights if the event is televised live as all games will 
mae either at 1,2,4 or 5 am Australian Eastern

NOT everyone in America was pleased 
with FIFA’s overdue decision to award the 
1894 World Cup to the United States. 

Anti-Soccer bias is rampant in the US, where the 
code barely gets a mention in the media since the 
spectacular demise of the North American Soccer 
League in 1983. 

The three major television networks — ABC, 
NBC and CBS — don’t want a bar of television 
coverage for the event, so an international consor- 
tium will be formed, headed by Mexico’s Televisa, 
to telecast the prestigious event world-wide. 

Reprinted below, without comment, is the lead 
item from Tom Weir’s column in the mass-circula- 
tion USA TODAY: 

“Everyone connected with the USA getting to 
host Soccer’s 1994 World Cup swears it will tum on 
our nation to the sport the world loves. 

“Right. Remember those long lines for tickets to 
NASL games? No? Oh. And the Major Indoor 
Soccer League has been at least as popular as Arena 
Football. (indoor Gridiron — a big flop. Ed) 

“Soccer is the sport where South American sta- 
diums have moats around the field to protect players 
and officials. Wouldn’t the Rose Bowl look great 
with a creek in it? 

“At Soccer's European Championships this year, 
hundreds of Englishmen filled West German jails 
because they attacked the Italians. 

“Think of all the great opportunities for cultural 
exchanges in our jails. 

“And don’t you just love 0-0 draws? We’ve been 
raised on sports that demand hand-to-eye coordina- 
tion, and suddenly we’re supposed to get behind the 
look ma, no hands sport.

THE English FA will honour its contract with national team coach 
Bobby Robson despite doubts surrounding his future following 
England’s dismal European Championship results. 


A spokesman for the FA’s International Committee said media criticism of 
managers was a “fact of life” which never had, and never would affect any of the 


committee’s decisions. 


“Robson’s contract has another two years to run,” he said. “We are happy 


with him and plan no changes.” 


English officialdom was definitely not amused by their team’s performances in 
West Germany but showed commendable restraint by not taking it out on the 


coach. 


“We are not in the habit of kicking anybody in the back. After all, a coach is 
only as good as his players. It was the players who let Robson down,’’ the 


spokesman added. 


Robson, who presented the committee with a detailed report of England’s ill- 
fated invasion of Germany, is firmly back in charge despite consistent press 


rumblings. 


His next task is to get what will almost certainly be a reshuffled team ready for 
an exhibition match against Denmark, who will also field a new-look side, at* 


Wembley in September. 


In October, England will play the first of their World Cup qualifying games, 
also at Wembley, against Sweden, one of Europe’s in-form national teams — a 
daunting task for anyone these days, let alone a convalescent England. 

Pleading a crowded international calendar, the FA declined to play the 


Republic of Ireland in Dublin next year.
